Albino Error caused by an uninked 
impression made by a printing plate. 


Barred An overprint. usually of heavy 
black fines. which defaces some part 
of the stamp’s design. 


Overprints Printing on a stamp that 
was not part of the original printing. 


Precancels Cancellations applied to a 
stamp before they are affixed to mail. 


Pertins Stamps perforated with a 
company’s initials to prevent theft by 
employees. 


Railway Post Office cancels (RPO) 
A postal cancellation applied by a 
working post office on board a train. 


Surcharge An overprint that changes 
the original face value of a stamp.
